T he official figures are not yet avail­ 
able, as many plRoes have not been 
heard from, but It seem s certain that 
the num ber of dead will reach 300. 
T here was a heavy typhoon and tor­ 
rential rains throughout the valley 
and in 
the mountains. 
T he 
rivers 
were flooded and in m any places rose 
te a height of thirty feet, sweeping 
everything before them in their path 
to the sea 
H undreds of anim als and 
horses were swept away by the wa­ 
ters. 
At Aparrl, which was almost com­ 
pletely under water, the American 
residents, 
headed 
by 
Lieutenants 
Treadw ay and (Mark, Postm aster Foss 
and Engineer Clark, formed a rescue 
brigade which rescued scores of na­ 
tives, taking m any off of their houses, 
which were floating down the river. 
T h e governm ent has dispatched a 
roast guard cutter tc investigate con­ 
ditions and organize relief. 
It is reported that cholera has bro­ 
ken out among the refugees.

Sixteen Persons Rescued From 


Stranded Craft. 


Houghton, Mich., Oct. 22.—Fifteen 
men ami one woman, comprising ihc 
crews of the barges Selvin Marvin and 
Lizzie A. Law-, were rescued after a 
thrilling and perilous experience on 
Lak<* Superior, 
Cast adrift Monday 
night in a storm when the tow' line 
which connected them with the steam ­ 
er Edward L. Hines parted, the two 
barges, with their helpless persons, 
drifted all Monday night at the mercy 
of the waves and early Tuesday were 
swept on the rocks on th e east shore 
of Keeweenaw' peninsula, about ten 
miles from Portage Entry. 
Unable 
owing to the dense forest fire smoke, 
to determ ine where they w’ere, the 
castaw ays rem ained at the scene of 
the wreck until they were discovered 
and 
taken 
on 
board 
the 
steam er 
Hines, which had been searching for 
them. 
T he Marvin rode the storm fairly 
well and found a snug place in the 
rocks when she drifted ashore. When 
located she was scuttled to prevent 
her pounding on the rocks and being 
broken to pieces. 
T he Lizzie A. Law is reported a to­ 
tal wreck and her crew had a terri­ 
fying experience as they drifted, toss­ 
ing and rolling in the mountainous 
sea, with the night m ade blacker by 
thick forest fire smoke, and unable to 
tell 
what 
m om ent 
they would 
be 
dashed to destruction on the rooky 
coast. 
All Monday night the wave3 
w'ashed high over the barge and as 
soon as the barge struck the rocks 
she began to break to pieces. 
One of 
the sailors then volunteered to carry 
a line ashore in a small boat.

tle raft was swamped in the effort, 
but the sailor m anager to cling to 
the line and swim with it through the 
m r f to the land.

less Chain. 


New York, Oct. 22.—Into the testi­ 
mony at the trial of Charles W. Morse 
and his co-defendant, Alfred H. Cur­ 
tis, who are charged before Judge 
Hough in the criminal branch of the 
United Stales court with conspiracy 
and violation of the national banking 
laws, was introduced the name of 
Miss Kate A. Wilson, secretary to Mr. 
Morse, and the prosecution produced 
witnesses who testified to large loans 
made by the National Bank of North 
America, a Morse institution, to Miss 
Wilson. 
Edwin Moxley, a government bank 
examiner, who has proved at this 
hearing that he is. a wizard at fig­ 
ures, was the principal witness rela­ 
tive to the big loans made to the 
financier’s’ faithful secretary, summed 
up his testimony as follows: 
“On her bare and unsupported .note, 
Morse would loan Miss Wilson a sum 
of money. Misa.Wllson’s note would 
he cashed by the National Bank of 
North America, and with the pro­ 
ceeds stock of the American Ice com­ 
pany would be purchased. Then the 
ice stock would be used to secure an­ 
other loan from the bank. With the 
money thus secured bank stock would 
be purchased, and the bank stock 
aided in supporting the ice stock pools 
in which Morse and other financiers 
were Interested. The failure to raise 
the price of Ice stock above par wa* 
what caused the break In the endless 
chain.” 


ONE OF THEM PERISHED. 


Two Men Carried Out Into Long Is­ 
land 8ound by Wind ai\d Tide. 
New Haven, Conn., Oct. 22.—While 
trying to cross the harbor In a small 
boat from Morris Cove to Bavin Rock, 
Howard B. Welch of West Haven and 
Charles A. Brindle of this city were 
carried out into the Long Island sound 
by the wind and tide and were later 
picked up by the steamer Richard 
Peck, bound for New York on her 
regular trip. 
The men were towing a raft across 
the harbor. Their skiff began to ship 
water from the high waves. In their 
efforts to keep the ofraft afloat It was 
blown out into the sound. 
Sitting up 
to his waist in icy water, Prindle soon 
succumbed and lay down on the seats, 
where Welch had difficulty in keep­ 
ing him from drowning. 
The Richard Peck’s lights were 
sighted early In the morning and 
Welch’s cries were heard by the pilot. 
Welch fainted as the rescuing boat 
reached him, but revived as the small 
boat was returning to the Peck with­ 
out Prindle and warned the rescuers 
that they were leaving the other man 
in the skiff. 
Prindle was apparently 
alive when taken on board thp steam­ 
er, but died in a few minutes.

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BARGES FOUND AND 
THE CREWS SAYED 


Sixteen Persons Rescued From 
Stranded Craft. 


Houghton, Mich., Oct. 22.—Fifteen 
men and one woman, comprising the 
crews of the barges Selvln Marvin and 
Lizzie A. Law, were rescued after a 
thrilling and perilous experience on 
Lak# Superior. Cast adrift Monday 
night in a storm when the tow line 
which connected them with the steam­ 
er Edward L. Hines parted, the two 
barges, with their helpless persons, 
drifted all Monday night at the mercy 
of the waves and early Tuesday were 
swept on the rocks on the east shore 
of Keeweenaw peninsula, about ten 
miles from Portage Entry. Unable, 
owing to the dense forest fire smoke, 
to determine where they were, the 
castaways remained at the scene of 
the wreck until they were discovered 
and taken on board the steamer 
Hines, which had been searching for 
them. 
The Marvin rode the storm fairly 
well and found a snug place in the 
rocks when she drifted ashore. When 
located she was scuttled to prevent 
her pounding on the rocks and being 
broken to pieces. 
The Lizzie A. Law is reported a to­ 
tal wreck and her crew had a terri­ 
fying experience as they drifted, toss­ 
ing and rolling In the mountainous 
sea, with the night made blacker by 
thick forest fire smoke, and unable to 
tell what moment they would be 
dashed to destruction on the rocky 
coast. All Monday night the waves 
washed high over the barge and as 
soon as the barge struck the rocks 
she began to break to pieces. One of 
the sailors then volunteered to carry 
a line ashore in a small boat. His lit­ 
tle raft was swamped In the effort, 
but the sailor manager to cling to 
the line and swim with It through the 
surf to the land. The persons on 
board the Law, including one woman, 
were then brought safely to shore on 
the lifeline, and remained watching 
the destruction of their vessel until 
the Hines found them and brought 
them to Houghton, the crew of the 
stranded Marvin being taken on board 
the Hines at the same time. 


BROODED OVER MURDER. 


Indiana Man Went Insane aa a Conse­ 
quence. 
Laporte, Ind., Oct. 22.—Brooding 
over the murder of Wesley Reynolds, 
a bank clerk, sixteen years old, who 
six years ago while defending the 
cash in Smith’s bank at Westville, La­ 
porte county, was shot to death by 
robbers following an exchange of a 
score of shots, Allen Koontz, thirty* 
six years old, who heard the shooting 
and was one of the first persons on 
the scene following the escape of the 
murderers, 
was 
adjudged 
insane 


Koontz imagines ho Is accused of 
murder. On Monday Koontz made an 
unsuccessful attempt to assassinate 
E. E. Nichols, a business man, who 
was passing Koontz’ home. Koonts 
fired three shots at* Nichols, but all 
missed their mark. Koontz said that 
thefe was a 'machine’’ telling him 
what people were going to do to him, 
but he could not describe the nature 
of the machine. 
The Wesley Reynolds murder has 
never been solved. Officers were sat. 
isfied that the Eddie Guerin gang at­ 
tempted to loot the bank and mur­ 
dered the boy.
